It is scarcely an exaggeration to say that 
the latest French currency crisis, which in 
some respects is perhaps the most serious the 
country has yet experienced, has cast a gloom 
over the stock markets generally, This is 
mainly because of the uncertainty as to future 
developments in France and the repercussions 
they may have on this side.

The period 
when Newmarket was a lively place at 
night during a race week departed, how- 
ever, years ago.” 
_ Nowadays we are content simply to go 
into a snuggery instead of making our way 
into its precincts, but it seems likely that 
we do not enjoy our drink therein half so 
much as the Victorians did theirs. There 
secms to be a certain note of almost sup- 
pressed regret, it should be noted, for the 
period when Newmarket was a lively place 
at night during a race week. 


“Che Selborne Societu 


I read recently of the efforts of Irish 
naturalists at the end of the nineteenth 
century to establish in this country a 
branch of the Selborne Society, already 
flourishing in England. This Society had 
for its worthy aim '“ the protection of 
objects of wild nature from unneccssary 
destruction ”; this included the “' preser- 
vation of trees and plants,” and the 
““ protection of harmless birds and other 
creatures.’’ The fact was emphasised to 


intending members that the Selborne 
Society was essentially an observin 
rather than a collecting organisation. I 


was surprised to find that. even in those 
comparatively quiet days of 1893, destruc- 
tive trippers were causing a'arm in the 
hearts of nature lovers, one of whom 
wrote: “ With the facilities now afforded 
for locomotion, thousands of excursionists 
are hurled periodically upon a limited 
tract of country remarkable for its beauty 
or association, and instead of doing their 
best to preserve the trees, flowers, fences, 
birds or archeological remains enhancing 
the heauty, they destroy them.” And 
this was written before the days of ’buses.

For two or three 

centuries the monks of Columba flourished 

in Iona, until the Danish invasion of the 

island in the ninth century. They 

flourished again, but in the twelfth 

century King David I. suppressed them, 

in the belief that a reform was necessary 

which they refused to accept.

Sreg,— The suffering to which we condemn 
the poor is a deep disgrace whichg we shall 
not fully realise until we have passed into 
the next life. 

I had the following case this morning :— 
J.D., wife and six children, rent 5s. 10d., 
relief 26s. When rent, 5s. 10d. ; fuel, 2s. 4d. ; 
light, 10d.; and burial society, 1s. 1d., 
amounting to 10s. lu., are provided for, 
ls. Jd. per head weekly remains for food, or 
2d. daily. This is cruel starvation of infant 
children. not to speak of their parents. 

What peopie endure without protest is ex- 
traordinary! A man and his wife, who had 
to pay 8s. rent, were given 9s, relief. They 
lived two months on ls. per week—6d_ per 


head. I asked them to tell me how they 
possibly managed it. They told me they had 
one loaf, 44d.; ilb. of butter, 44d.; two 


ounces of tea, 2d., and 1d. for a candle. 

Who is responsible for fixing this relief? 
In Scotland the r have a statutory right to 
complain as to ip. one and kin i 
given. I wish it were so here! The Scottish 
authorities are far in advance of England 
and Ireland in respect of the administration

FISH POACHING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—-I read a letter from Judge McElligot 
a few days ago on the subject of fish hing 
on the West of Ireland, and can endorse all 
that he says about pirating on our coasts 
by Frenchmen and Spaniards. Having many 
years’ experience on our coast as Master of 
Limerick Harbour Board steamers, I have 
seen them poaching close inshore, well within 
limits, off Carnsore Point, Wexford, Bantry, 
Kenmare, and Dingle Bays; inside the mouth 
of the River Shannon, in Galway Bay, etc.. 
and am sure that if our fishermen went off 
the coast of France or Spain on similar 
errands, not alone would their boat be con- 
fiscated and crew fined, but their lives would 
be in danger from patrol, as I noted, from 
my experience as master on the French 
coast, where there is continual! patrol. 

do not quite agree that our Air Force 
would be of use to stop this poaching. But 
I would suggest that patrol boats of the 
M.L. type during the Great War— 
three or four for the most important fishing 
sections of our coast, Wexford to the Old 
Head of Kinsale, Kinsale to the Blasket 
Islands, the Blasket Islands to Blacksod. 
Blacksod to Aranmore. The of these 
crafts were often brought up to 15-17 knots, 
and they were manned by master, man, 
mechanic and wireless operator, and were 
always in touch with the parent ship. I 
think that after a short time these poachers 
would realise their position, and oyr own men 
would get back to their lost dndustry. 

I remember loading 60,000 barrels of fish 
at Castletown Berehaven in 1919 for Liver- 
pool. I do not think you would get a tenth 
of that now.—Yours, etc.,

The Vincent-H.R.D., which appeared 
with spring frame in the Ulster Grand 
Prix about seven years ago, and which has 
since been the only machine with a spring 
frame consistently fitted as standard, will 
be not only sprung, but “ blown ” in next 
week's meeting. A Zoller compressor’ is 
fitted to the rear of the single cylinder 
engine and driven by chain, the whole 
being a formidable piece of work.

PRING frames will be fitted to the 
Nortons and Velocettes.

Bookings for Europe are heavy on all the 
ecean liners. Hich apd middling rich and 
those who have saved for years for a holiday 
home are seeking passage towards the West. 
Every day these floating hotels are bearimg 
their thousands of holiday-makers away from 
the rush and whirl of that American life, 
which We in Ireland can scarcely comprehend 
Financial magnates mapping their brows in 
the intense heat of their oinces, high up in 
skyscrapers, tell you that they are looking 
forward to “a quiet time—a few weeks’ 
rest.” Many are coming to Dublin for the 
Horse Show, for in certain circles the name 
of Ireland arouses visions of horses and fine 
racing. There will be a great influx of 
wealthy visitors to Dublin this year. Many 
groups of University students and teachers 
also ave booked for Dublin. 


AFFECTION FOR IRELAND 


Yet there are many other people longing 
to visit Irelaid who séem to regard the 
country as further away than any other part 
of Europe. I have met on all sides, and 
amongst all classes; more sentiment and, in. 
deed, genuine’ affection towards the country 
and more eagerness to go there than J] have 
noticed in connection with any other land: 

The millions of Amerieana who read at 
least a part of their newspapers are fed with 
romance and incidents of interest from every 
fountry in the warkl—except Ireland. It is,

NEWS BUREAU NEEDED 


From the commercial, political and 

romantic ‘angle, an Ivish News Bureau is of 
paramount jmportance, if the truth about the 
country is to be given its just place in the 
world news of the day. This hureau should 
not be Government controlled, hut a genuine, 
independent Irish news service. All the im- 
portant New York papers would, no doubt. 
willingly subseribe to such a service, haying 
its headquarters in Dublin, with its dis. 
tributing centre in New York. 
There are numerous Irish . propaganda 
organisations and political societies which are 
regarded with distrust as organs of some 
party or another, Even tourist organisations 
cannot avail of the Press unless essentially as 
an advertising medium: ‘There is a highly 
arganised form of setting up news to suit 
the American taste, and unless this aecepted 
style is adopted there is littl: hope of fair 
lay being given to the country. 

Indignatian prevails among the cultured 
community who know freland, while the 
lrish-Americans, many of whom still suffer 
from an inferiority complex, accept it in silent 
resentment.

Dublin also has its public amusements and 
attractions, which meet the requirements of 
visitors. ” 

It is in the country districts, where one 
wishes most to encourage employment in 
summer-time, that Ireland fails the visitors 
seeking pleasure. No matter what the 
Americans say about a quiet time, they have 
beeome so dependent on outside amusement 
that they will not be satisfied with beantifal 
scenery. They want pleasure after their 
day's ramble or motor tour, and look to the 
hotel and the town to provide it. 


AMUSING VISITORS 


The Government venture, which is having 
such success in the United States at pre- 
sent, to give employment to actors, singers 
and artists, oí which I shall write later, 
might bring suggestions to some courageous 
band of Irish players to take a few, com- 
nanies on tour during the summer months, 
There is no reason why a second Abbey Com- 
pany, or the Gate Theatre Players, could not 
meet this situation. Hotels might also 
engage local talent by securing singers for 
after dinner concerts. In this the entertain- 
ment must be Irish. Ballad concerts would 
be much appreciated hetween the interyals 
of the bridge table, or the poker game. What 
the tourist seems most to desire, in spite of 
his protestations otherwise, is not to waste 
a moment of his time, and he feels he 1s 
getting good value if entertainment is avail- 
able. The creation of Irish strolling com- 
panies for the summer months would have a 
livening effect locally, and, where possible, 
the town dramatic society could ‘be used and 
made a financial and artistic success. 


THE CHALET HOTEL 


Holiday makers pay much attention to 
their food.  [ have heard many Americans 
say that they got the best cooking in Ireland. 
Others declared that it was atrocidus. There 
seems to be no standard. Good simple ¢ook- 
ing is all important, and personal supervision 
is absolutely necessary, such as the Irench 
maitre gives to his guests. The sma!] chalet 
hotel is needed, and often sought when the 
large establishment is avoided. These hotels 
only need the facilities for bathing and com- 
fort which the simplest people in the United 
States are now accustomed to in all parts. 

An Irishman remarked to me the BR mc day 
that he could not bear te return to his 
parents home, in spite ef his longing, for 
he could not see himself without a. morning 
bath, “and there isn’t a little -hotel with 
any decent accommodation near by, he 
added. This may seem hypercritical at home, 
but the whirl of life in America offers such 
necessities.

say ‘Thank you,’”’ said the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin when presiding at the Muid general 
meeting of the Couuty Wicklow Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, in the 
‘Town Hail, Bray, last Saturday afternoon. 

The Lord Mayor when making this state 
ment was expressing his appreeiation of the 
splendid work that had been done, and 14 
being done, by the Society, and congratulating 
the officers and the committee. on their 
achievements in alleviating the suffering. of 
animals. 

The committee in their report for 1935 
stated that they had ended the year free 
from debi, although their credit balance was 
but £11 16s. ade The total income of 
£265 19s. 4d, was considerably less than that 
of the previous year; while the expenses were 
only £1 less. 

Only one captive-belt pisto] was sold dur- 
ing the year. For captive-bolt pistols 3,900 
cartridges were sold, and for the humane 
killer of the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals 100 cartridges, 


SAD EMIGRANTS 


The report also contained the following :— 
“The sad group of old horses and donkeys, 
young and old, still pass through the district 
on their weary journey to the ald horse 
market, which is for most of them but the 
first step on their way to France or Belgium, 
there to be most crue!ly il-used and brutally 
siaughtered, or if considered ‘fit’ for work 
to be first sent to endure the very worst form 
of slavery. 

‘ All the committee can do at present 18 to 
send the Society's inspector to stop any case 
that is so bad that it is illegal to have it on 
the road at all, Lut generally these animals 
are just outside the law’s protection. There- 
fore, the committee can only urge once more 
that everyone who is obliged to part with an 
sld animal will have it mercifully shot rather 
than let it run this awful risk. 

‘Even in thig country the fate of an old 
horse or donkey, underfed and overworked as 
is too often the case. is a sad thing to con- 
teruplate, and it is the duty of everyone to 
guard aga-nat its being the fate of their own 
old servant animals, ind it is also our duty 
‘o agitate tor legislation which will prevent 
the old animals being allowed to leave the 
country alive. but will insist on all animals 
destined for food being slaughtered humanely 
befere leaving this country.” 

here was only one prosecution during the 
vear. The fine was onlv ten shillings, but 
the costs amounted to £2 7s. 6d,, and there 
were also the costs of the defendant's 
solicitor. but the severest punishment was the 
publicity given to the case and the indignant 
letters that it called forth. 

The inspector gave forty written caution 
notices and many more verbal ones. He in- 
vestigated a large number of complaints, and 
inspected numberless carayan and tinkers’ 
animals, besides attending fairs and patrolling 
the Dublin road on market days. He alan 
gave a demonstration in Wicklow Town of 
the use of the captiye-bolt pistel, and gave 
a merciful end to the sufferings of fourteen 


animals. 


AID FOR THE SUFFERING 


Three hundred and forty animals were 
treated in the dispensary, and there was a 
satisfactory percentage.of cures... In,1954 the 
number of animals treated was 346: Seven 
does and eighteen cats, unwanted or dis- 
pased, were painiessly destroyed in 1955, com- 
pared with twenty-ome dogs and thirty-four 
cats in. 1934. :

- F our dumb friends, the animals; could 


forgetfulness, and .where animals were con- 
cerned that was sheer cruelty. She was. glad 
to see that in Ulster, where the Soeiety for 
the. Prevention of Cruelty.to Animals this 
year celebrated its hundredth anniversary, 
no wild bird now could be imprisoned in a 
eage, and she hoped that such a law. soon 
would be introduced in the Free State. 
People should remember the animals, be 
kind to them and protect them. If everyone 


was kind to animals there would: be no 
crnelty. 


The Rev. J. E. Tomlinson said that the 
Rociety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals was established not on pure senti- 
ment, but on the solid foundation of what 
was the will of God. In teaching the 
children their duty to damb animals lay 
pope for the great work of such a society - 

Mr.. Cecil Darley said that. a society such 
as the Society for the ['revertion of Cruelty 
to Animals stirred up publie opinion and got 
things done. One matter to which attention 
should be drawn in connection with the work 
of the. Society was the extremely slippery 
condition of some of the roads for horses. 

Mrs. Jones said that the mere fact of saying 
that they loved animals was not enough; the 
proof of-~one’s love for animals was to be 
found in doing acts of jove, She regretted 
very much that the *‘ Dogs Act” had not 
been passed in the Free Staite. For the past 
two years it had been in operation in Great 
Britain and in Northern Ireland, where a 
magistrate had power to cancel a licence for 
any period of time if the owner of a dog had 
been proved guilty of cruelty to it; and she 
did hope that the day was not far distant 
when they would have that Act in the Free 
State, and in every other civilised country, 
and licences for all draught animal drivers. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Lord 
Mayor and to the various other speakers.

The second was in Lower Gloucester street, 
and was erected in 1846 at a cost of £1,800. 
The Rev. W. Wilson continued his ministry 
in the new church, and in 1854 was succeeded 
by the Rev. James Edgar, who died in 1865. In 
the same vear the Rev. Robert Watts began 
a ministry of three years; he. was followed by 
the Rev. Robert. Hanna. In 1880 the Rev. 
W. Moore, who before that had been a 
missionary in Spain, became minister, but 
he resigned in 1883 to go back to Spain as 
Principal of the College of Puerto Santa 
Maria. On April 10, 1884, the Rev. John 
Love Morrow was ordained, and is the 
minister still The third name of the congre- 
gation is Clontarf Presbyterian Church, 
Four years after Dr. Morrow’s ordination the 
consent of the Dublin Presbytery was 
obtained for the transfer to Clontarf.. The 
site for the church was secured, and the 
foundation stones were laid in 1889... . In the 
following year the church was dedicated. 
The work of the Church amongst the young 


now embraces the Sabbath School with 
almost a hundred students; .the Boys’

accidents in Great Britain. In the single 
‘week, May 24th to May 30th, 122 people 
were killed, and 4,769 were injured more 
or less seriously. Yet, in proportion to 
their populations, there is little to choose 
between: Great Britain and other large 
countries. During the same week 134 
people were killed on the roads of 
Germany, and 4,064 were injured, while 
last year the United States’ death-roll 
amounted to the appalling figure of 36,400 
dead and 895,000 injured. The Germans, 
not unnaturally, are becoming alarmed, 
and the Minister of Communications has 
decided that henceforward, as a means to 
impress the public mind, the statistics of 
accidents shall be published weekly, on the 
British system, instead of quarterly. In 
all three countries the total number of 
accidents for recent months shows an in- 
crease—in the case of the United States to 
a record level ; and it is becoming apparent 
that some entirely new means to check this 
growing toll must be devised. We do not 
doubt that sooner or later, when the 
world’s conscience will have been aroused, 
there will be a radical change in the whole 
organisation of road systems. What form 
it will take cannot be foretold. Perhaps, 
motorists and pedestrians will be confined 
to separate roads, with yet a third 
category for slow traffic and cyclists. There 
may be great, direct arterial highways, on 
the new German model, stretching almost 
without a curve from city to city—high- 
ways along which the fast driver may 
speed as he will without the necessity of 
keeping a watch for pedestrians or for his 
slower brethren. Perhaps, an alternative 
means of safeguard will be found. One 
thing is certain—that the coming years 
will see a wholesale restriction, in the 
interests of safety, of the present liberty 
of motorist and pedestrian alike. The 
large, densely populated nations cannot 
afford this increasing drain of life, which, 
if unchecked, will become more and more 
grave as time advances. Here, in the Free 
State, we can be thankful that, if the 
Government 's import duties have denied 


the comforts of a car to people who, in 
another country, would enjoy them, they 


also have helped to maintain the toll of 


the roads at a low level. Nearly as many 


people are killed in a single week in Great 
Britain as in a whole year in: the 
Saorstat, and the number of people 
injured by road accidents in the United 
States in a year is as large as the total 
Nevertheless, the 
Free State cannot remain indefinitely in a 
‘* backward ” condition as regards rapid 
transport. The day will come when her 
‘‘ car population ” will be as dense as any 


other country’s, and the same problems 
will confront the guardians of her public 
safety. Even to-day, small as is the 
number of road casualties, it is greater 
than it ought to be.

M. BLUM TAKES 
RISKS 


The Times in the course of a leading 
article to-day says:—M. Blum’s declara- 
tion of policy in the Chamber makes it 
clear that he does not shrink from the 
responsibility of carrying out the pro- 
gramme put before the country during the 
election campaign. He proposes to proceed 
by two stages. When the Chamber meets 
to-morrow the Government will bring in 
bills dealing with the most urgent social 
and economic problems, in the hope that 
an energetic and immediate effort by the 
Government to improve their conditions 
will induce the strikers to return to work. 
This first instalment in itself constitutes 
an elaborate programme of social reforms 
which in ordinary circumstances would be 
spread over many years, and introduced 
after careful preparation. 

Outsiders will be reluctant, proceeded 
The Times, to express an opinion upon the 
merits or the necessity of any particular 
item in M. Blum’s long programme, 
but they can hardly avoid misgivings over 
the haste with which it is proposed to 
rush through a whole series of drastic 
changes, every one of which would seem 
to demand a long period of careful pre- 
paration. The trouble is that M. Blum 
cannot afford to make haste siowly. Great 
expectations have been aroused.by “the 
victory. of the Front Populaire, and the 
effect might be disastrous if there were 
too much delay in satisfying them. Even 
before the Government took office the 
strain of waiting proved too great for the 
industrial workers. The strike epidemic

OLD IRISH MAPS

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JEWISH IMMIGRATION 
MUST BE SUSPENDED

JERUSALEM, Suncuy. 


HE Emir Abdullah, 54-year-old ruler 

of the neighbouring Arab State of 
Transjordan, to-day failed in his attempt 
to end the Palestine crisis, it is reported. 

Probably at no other stage in the last 
seven weeks has the situation looked so 
unpromising. Determined efforts have 
been made in the last few days to extend 
the stoppage to other vital spheres which 
have not yet been touched. Meanwhile 
lawlessness continues. 

Acting as peacemaker, the »Emir of 
Transjordan, when he lunched at Amman 
to-day with five members of the Arab High 
Committee, suggested, it is understood, 
that acts of violence should cease while the 
Royal Commission undertook an inquiry 
on the spot. The Emir’s mission vas to 
secure a better understanding between the 
British Government and the Arab strike 
leaders. 


DEADLOCK CONTINUES 


The Arab leaders, who included the 
Mufti and Mayor of Jerusalem, replied 
that it was out of the question to consider 
ending thé strike, or to undertake to stop 
acts of violence—which were committed by 
irresponsible persons—unless the British 
Government agreed to fundamental! 
changes in its present policy, and unless 
Jewish immigration were suspended. Thus 
hopes that this effort by the Emir 
Abdullah might have produced a speedy 
solution of the crisis have been dashed for 
the present and the deadlock continues. 

The seriousness of the present position 
is enhanced by the fact that Palestine is 
now regarded as the key to other Eastern 
countries, where the populations are 
closely watching events. 

Reuter’s correspondent is reliably in- 
formed that the Syrian Nationalists are 
considering their attitude and tactics in 
the event of a breakdown of the present 
negotiations in Paris for a treaty of 
alliance with France. All this interlocks 
into the general situation of uneasiness 
prevailing in the Near East. 


FUNDS FROM EUROPE? 


In view of these tendencies, it is thought 
in some quarters that foreign Govern- 
ments—interested in embarrassing Britain 
because of devious political ends connected 
with the existing European entangle- 
ment—are taking an unduly active in- 


terst in the Palestine troubles, even, 
perhaps, supplying funds to certain 
circles. 


It is obvious that, while the Arab Strike 
Committees raise their money locally, they 
possibly get contributions from neighbour- 
ing countries. . These amounts are in- 
adequate to cover the large bill of costs, 
such as relief for strikers and the provi- 
sion of foodstuffs for needy people and 
other needs. 

The situation in Haifa is still troubled. 
Here the atmosphere was tense yesterday, 
as the result of a disturbance in which 
police and troops, shot at by snipers and 
heavily stoned, fired several rounds, kill- 
ing one man, 

The Strike Committee has been very 
active, and has made fresh attempts to- 
day to persuade port workers to join the 
strike. 


WOMEN IN JAIL 
Vegetable sellers and shopkeepers, the 
intimidation of whom by Mosley women 
led up to yesterday’s disturbance, have 
been intimidated again. A number of 
Moslem women are in jai] for destroying 
produce belonging to these vendors. 
Bombs were exploded outside Arab 
houses in the city to-day, and bombing 
also occurred outside the Government 
offices at Beisan, in the valley of Jezreel. 
Near Acre a police patrol was fired on 
and communication wires were cut. 

An attempt yesterday to blow up a 
bridge, over which a passenger train was 
about to cross, was frustrated in the nick 
of time. A British constable named 
Cooper, who was travelling in a train on 
the Lydda-Haifa main line, was asked to 
examine the bridge when the engine- 
driver stopped because he was suspicious. 
Cooper found and removed a quantity of 
dynamite and some fuses from three large 
holes in the masonry. 

A British sanitary engineer named 
Scott, who is supervising the municipal 
scavengers in Jaffa, was stoned while 
going on his rounds yesterday, but escaped 
uninjured. 


SHOPKEEPERS’ FEARS| 
Meanwhile shopkeepers in Lydda and 
Ramleh have removed their stocks to their 
houses for fear of trouble and intend 
handing over the keys of the shops to the 
Government.

JAPAN BLAMES BRITAIN 
FOR CAMPAIGN

It is persistently denied from 
Canton that the movement is directed 
against the Central Government at 

anking. The South-Western 
authorities assert: ‘We expect 
Nanking to take the lead in national 
resistance to ge al : 

Nanking cirles do not think Canton 
‘ means business, and it is, in any 
case, unlikely that the Central 
Government will change its policy of 
moderation towards Japan. 

The Japanese Press, says the Press 
Association Tokyo Correspondent, is 
accusing Britain of being behind the 
campaign, and of fomenting anti- 
Japanese feeling in order to secure 
an ultimate rapprochement between 
Canton and Nanking. 


CANTON’S PREPARATIONS 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CANTON, Sunday. 


The Canton official spokesman an- 
nounced to-day that the Southern forces 
are ready to advance northwards, but will 
await the signal from Nanking before 
crossing the border. Officers have been 
ordered to return to their posts within 
three days and to await orders. 

The Air Force also is preparing for all 
eventualities. 

Everything was outwardly quiet in 
Canton to-day. although active prepara- 
tions are going on apace. 

It is learned on reliable authority that 
an anti-Japanese oath-taking ceremony is 
to be held simultaneously at Canton and 
Nanning—the capital of Kwangsi—on 
June 15th, to be followed by a grand 
review of the Army, Navy and Air Force. 
After this, it is reported, the troops will 
start northwards immediately. 

The fear is expressed in some quarters 
here that Japan may possibly despatch 
warships to Canton on the pretext of pro- 
tecting Japanese nationals. 

NO CIVIL WAR 

Interviewed to-day, Genera] Li Chung- 
Jen, the Kwangsi leader, scouted the 
possibility of civil war. He stated that it 
would be lunacy for Chinese to fight 
Chinese while menaced by a powerful 
foreign aggressor. 

The General admitted that there were 
movements of Kwangsi troops towards the 
northern borders, but declared that they 
were merely taking up positions prior 
to marching northwards against the 
Japanese, and that these moves did not 
indicate any menace to Nanking. 

Meanwhile it is believed that efforts are 
continually going on behind the scenes to 
settle the domestic differences, and the 
vernacular papers report that Marshal 
Chiang Kai-Shek, the Central Govern- 
ment generalissimo, is sending a personal 
representative to Canton to offer terms for 
co-operation, 

It was announced yesterday evening 
that the Kwangtung Provincial Govern- 
ment had decided on a ten million dollars 
issue of air defence bonds on Jane 20th. 


WILLING TO LEAD 


General Kung Hsien-Yung, the former 
Commander-in-Chief of the anti-Japanese 
forces in Manchuria, who is now in 
Canton, has issued a declaration express- 
ing his willingness to lead the South-West 
forces in an expedition against the 
Japanese. 

he atmosphere in Canton las been 
somewhat lightened by a reassuring state- 
ment from Mr. Lo Wen-Kan, Oxford 
M.A., who now virtually directs Canton’s 
foreign policy. “The resistance to Japan 
is for self-defence,’’ he declared, “and 
must not be confused with war. Any 
order for actual mobilisation must come 
from the Central Government.”’ 

According to reliable sources in 
Shanghai, the vanguard of the Kwangsi 
troops has crossed the border into the 
Central Government province of Hunan 
and has reached Yungchowfu, 15 miles 
inside the frontier. It is stated that their 
policy is to advance through territory not 
occupied by the Nanking forces, with 
whom they wish to ss contact until 
the situation is clarified. 

Messages from Hankow, however, say 
that the vanguard of the Kwangsi troops 
has reached the borders of the Central 
Government province of Hunan and is at 
present halted: Heavy concentrations are 
said to be moving northwards in support. 

Official circles here (says a Nanking 
telegram) do not believe that Canton is 
serious, but should the southerners invade 
Hunan and Kiangsi, the Central Govern- 
ment would regard it as an unfriendly 
move directed against itself rather than 
against Japan and would offer resistance. 
In spite of Canton’s pressure Nanking is 
not likely to change its policy of modera- 
tion towards Japan.

TRIKE notices involving 1,700 workers 
in the Dublin bakery trade will be 
served during the present week. These 
notices will take effect on Saturday, 20th 
June, if a settlement is not reached in 
the meantime. 

The decision was reached at a mass 
meeting of the members of the Nos. 1 
and 2 Branches, Irish Bakers’, Con- 
fectioners’ and Allied Trades Amalga- 
mated Union and the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union held in the 
Rotunda Picture House, Dublin, yester- 


day. ‘About 1,500 workers attended the 
meeting. 
Mr. Denis Cullen, ex-T.D., General 


Secretary of the Irish Bakers’ Union, who 

presided, said that the meeting had been 
called to consider the position arising out 

of separate claims by the unions for the 
restoration of wage euts. These claims 

| amounted to wage increases ranging from 
7s. per week to 9s. per week. 

.Mr. C. Noonan, Branch Secretary, read 
the correspondence between the parties 
regardihg the claims. In reply to the 
workers’ demands the Dublin Master 
Bakers’ Association had stated that since 
the present wages were fixed the cost-of- 
living bonus RR a figure had fallen. They 
stated that the average figure for 1928 
was 174, while the average figure for 19355 
was 156. From this they argued that the 
present rate of wages had automatically 
increased in value since 1928, and that, if 
any change should be made, it was a 
change downwards instead of upwards. 
Arguments regarding competition were 
also advanced by the Dublin Master 
Bakers’ Association in their corre- 
spondence, 

The ,communications revealed the fact 
that at present bakers are in receipt of 
wages ranging from 85s. to 97s. 6d. per 
week, and that bread van drivers are 
receiving from 74s. to 90s. per week. 

The Association argued that these rates 
were higher than those paid to workers in 
corresponding industries, and also stated 
that an increase in wages would mean an 
increase in the price of bread, and this in 
turn would affect the weekly budgets of 
the workers. 


STANDARD OF LIVING 


In reply to this the unions had stated 
that it was not the cost of living, but the 
standard of living which concerned their 
members. They had pointed out that the 
standard was being increased in other in- 
dustries, and that an improvement in the 
baking trade was long overdue. They 
mentioned that the printers had received 
increases, and that wages in this trade now 
A ranged from 89s. to 116s. per week. 

The unions also pointed out that bread 
van drivers were not simply messengers, 
but were responsible for the collection of 
accounts. They argued that there was no 
comparison between the duties of a van- 
man and a bread server. In conclusion 
they asked for a further conference to 
discuss the claim. The first conference 
betwéen the parties had taken place, and 
no settlement had been reached. 

The reply to the request for a further 
conference, according to Mr. Noonan’s 
statement, was that a member of the 
Association was absent at present, and 
that a conference would be arranged when 
he returned to Dublin. 


STRIKE RECOMMENDED 


Commenting on the correspondence, Mr. 
Cullen said that no offer had been made 
to the workers by the employers. The 
Joint Committee of the two unions had 


decided to recommend the meeting to 
decidg upon a stoppage of work, failing a 
satisfactory offer by the 20th inst. The 
Committee had been reluctant to recom- 
mend strike action, but there would seem 
to be no other course open to them. 

Mr. John Swift, Bakers’ Union, said 
that he felt that they should have no 
hesitation in adopting this recommenda- 
tion. He said that the demands had 
secured unity between the workers in the 
trade, and had also revived the fight- 
ing spirit in the Bakers’ Union. 
He gave examples of the dividends paid 
this year to shareholders in different 
bakeries. He mentioned a profit of £28,000 
in one case, after a new factory had been 
built and a sum allocated for further 
extensions. This money and all the other 
dividends, he said, had been earned by 
the workers. 

Mr. Swift alleged that workers around 
bake-houses who were members of a union 
not represented at the meeting were re- 
ceiving only 30s. per week. He said that 
he believed that these workers would 
support their comrades in the strike, and 
if they did it was up to the workers 
present to see that they did not go back 
to work at the same wage, 

Mr. Thomas O’Reilly, Branch Secretary, 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, said that the excuse that a member 
of the employers’ association was absent 
could not be accepted by the workers as an 
adequate reason for the postponement of 
negotiations. 

The resolution was put and carried. 

A proposal for a strike at the end ol 
the present week was withdrawn. 
Authority to carry on negotiations and 
to report back to a further mass meetiny 
of the workers was vested in the Joint 
Strike Committee. 

At the conclusion of the meeting Mr. 
D. O’Hanlon pledged the support of the 
tram and ’bus workers to the bakery trade 
employés.

SUDDEN COLLAPSE 


Mr. Duggan was speaking as chairman 
at a meeting in support of the United 
Ireland candidates in the forthcoming 
municipal elections on Saturday night 
when suddenly he collapsed and had to be 
carried from the hall. He had spoken 
for about a quarter of an hour—an 
unusually long speech for him—and was 
condemning the Government’s action im 
‘forcing an election on political lines 
against the wishes of the people.” “' 
regret having to contest 1t on politica] 
lines,” he addéd, when suddenly he fell 
to the platform. his hands clutching at 
the tricolour which covered the table in 
front of him. shá 

Several íriends who had been sitting 
near hing hurried to his assistance, while 
the large audience rose in alarm, and he 
was carfied to an adjoining room by Dr: 
T. O’Higgins, Mr. J. A. Costelloe, K.C. ; 
Mr. H. M. Dockrell, Mr. T. M. Good and 
Mr. J. P. McCabe. He was attended 


to at once by Dr. O'Higgins, but 
after a few moments further 
medical assistance was asked for, 


and members of the audience got into 
telephone communication with Dr. H. 
Murphy and Dr. J. P. O'Connor, who, 
with the Rev. Father Potter, U.U., arrived 
in a few minutes. 

In the meantime Mr. T. Morgan Good 
addressed the meeting. Mr. Duggan, he 
said, had been unwell for some time, and 
the strain of speaking had exhausted him. 
Mr. J. A. Corr. one of the candidates, 
had just begun to speak when Mr. J. A. 
Costello came on to the platform, and said 
that the condition of Mr. Duggan was so 
bad that it would be more appropriate to 
adjourn the meeting. Shortly afterwards 
it was learned that Mr. Duggan, who had 
not regained consciousness after his 
collapse, was dead. 

By the time that the news of Mr. 
Duggan’s death had filtered through to 
the street all but a few of his friends had 
left the hall, and large groups had 
gathered in the street discussing the trae 
occurrence. Soon afterwards, when the 
Temains were being removed by ambulance 
to the mortuary at St. Michael's Hospital, 
crowds outside the hall removed their 
hats, and members of the League of Youth 
stood to attention and saluted. 

Mrs. Duggan. who was spending a 
holiday in County Donegal, hurried back 
to Dublin on learning of her husband’s 


death. 
HIS LAST SPEECH 


In his last speech Mr. Duggan said 
that they in Dun Laoghaire Corporation 
had been a happy family, working in 
harmony in the interests of the ratepayers 
and without reference to politics. He had 
rigidly enforced the rule as Chairman 
that politics should never be discussed. - 

Alluding to a recent statement by Mr. 
Lemass (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) to the effect that there should 
be no possibility of national opinion being 
misrepresented by local bodies, Mr. 
Duggan said, that but for the fact that 
the present Government had seen fit to 
alter the franchise for the Local Govern- 
ment elections, the coming contests would 
be fought on a different basis. He thought 
that the Government would have grave 
reason to regret having altered the 
franchise, which was done with the in- 
tention of capturing what might be called 
the flapper vote. Those who read the 
proceedings of the Military Tribunal 
during the last week would have very 
grave doubt as to whether the Government 
would gain anything by giving the younger 
people a vote; for apparently some of the 
younger people had found them out. 

“They pose as Republicans,’’ said Mr. 
Duggan, “ but I am quite prepared to put 
my record as a Republican against that of 
Mr. Lemass. The sole reason why the 
franchise was altered was to gain control 
of the mayoral chair in Dublin. And 
there, again, the Government may fail, 
and they may get a very great surprise.” 


INFERIORITY COMPLEX 


Mr. Duggan paid a tribute to the 
managerial systems. The Fianna Fail 
Party, he said, were suffering from an 
inferiority complex. 

“ Most of them,” he continued, “' are 
people who did not fight for a Republic. 
I did, and I suffered for it. But they go 
around now pretending they are Re- 
publicans. They are not Republicans. 
When there was fighting to be done most of 
the people who are shouting just now 
about a Republic—well, I would be glad to 
have one-tenth of them to fight with me: 
The Government think we are back in the 
position that obtained when the British 
controlled the country, and they think 
the only means of giving expression to the 
people’s opinion is through local councils. 
That was the position prior to the Treaty, 
which I signed—and I never regretted 
having signed it—but since then we have 
had our own Parliament, and the people 
have the right to elect that Parliament.
